Further he found, that any question 
which appllri to thia nature, provided 
It Is piH In the riBhl way, la Inevitably 
if olief-urely anjcwered. 

There are aonic queallona that can- 
not be eo put direct to nature, for 
they are not concerned with nature 
alone, but with nature modified. Inaa- 
far aa It can Initiate and arrest Mirh i 
• equencea In the nMural order by hu- 
man volltltm. Comiiara-tlvely few and 
rialtry as they appear before tho vant- 
ne«» of the unlverae they are of vital 
Importance for man baa floundered In 
the mirtft of them .ItirlnK the apelooR 
atruBKli- fcr siirvlva), It ha.i made the 
appUcilloii of the .-(clenllflc melhoda 
to hl.n personal problema profoundly 
difficult. True, ox far as .-mlnialK. 
children, and many mature .Xmerlcnns 
are conoriied. H is romp.ir;itlvely caay 
to predict conduct. Hut where tin- 
condition of life are lnvolve<l and 
hlrhly orcanUed, where memory start? 
to play nn all linport.\nt p.irt. we are 
faced with levi-l.i i.f .1 rpanlsal Ion in 
the crey matter with »tupenUou.>i 
ntores oX material In the memory aji 
potential foctora, and with condition.^ 
of equilibria ao unstable, of combina- 
tions of such factors will operate. T.. 
apeak of a Calculii.i of rrobnbilllles b.« 
competent to describe the .succciialvc 
atatea, or to trace out energy levels In 
the brain under such clrcuni.itances l.t 
nothlni; but a f.Trcc. Xcverthelcs nticli 
a hypothesis promises to account for 
human behaviour, to frlve an interest- 
inp turn to tho mind-body problem, 
and to do away with some current 
psychological absurdities. 

Only those unfamiliar with the his- 
tory of tho .«clcntlflc method will s.iy 
a priori that It is. .and must remain. 
Incompetnnt to deal with human phe- 
nomena. Jt is ripe for a now develop- 
ment In this flfrtd which will permit 
the "human sciences" to m.ako enor- 
mous strides forward while remaining 
on a firm naturalistic foundation. 

ThB cnormo-us extension of the 
bounds of human experience goes more 
and more to show that outside of tho 
nphero of human feeling and willing, 
human valuwi have no significance for 
nature. Although projected onto it by 
man tboy are inevitably shut off from 
the framework iniwhlch^lie^flnds him- 
wlf. Our compiéxè3''br valuation are 
organisations in the cortex and disin- 
tegrate with it. But tho events re- 
gistered in tho world of human af- 
fairs objectify them to this extent Na- 
ture a« Spinoza showed is neither 
good nor bad, works for neither human 
vetfai<c nor for human destruction.

Codes of ethici are always interest- 
ing, and in printed form, especially 
if enclosed in nice frames, they add 
dignity to any office wall. Ever w 
often, revised code"! are composed 
and promiilgiited by any number of 
organizations, representative of trade, 
business, profes.slonal and fraternal 
bodies. Thoy are always conceived, 
'.vo suppose and hope. In fine tipiril. 
contain commendable sentlraenls, and 
are widely adverti.«ed. 

The printed code Invariably finds 
it.» way to tho office wall, which is 
Its jiormajicnt resting jilaie. There i' 
slays, a monument to man s imprac- 
tical momcnt«, when he .soars to the 
doud.^, forRetliiig that he h,T» no 
wings. 

Tlie latest "new co<ie of ethics" is 
paitlcuiarly intererting, because It 
aims at a .solution of an athletics 
problem Important to mo.sl American 
liniversilles. It wa.s unanimously 
.idopted at a recent meeting of llie 
"lllg Sixty" members of the Western 
.Athletic Conference, and stops are 
being taJteii to enforce Its provisions, 
tliereby gUiiig it tho appearance of a 
.let of rules. <'orles of the code have 
been sent to every member of the 
"Hg Ten," A penalty system for xiol- 
ators of the code Is being worked 
out. The ethics, which are meant 
mainly to govern football, follow; 

"1. Soho"anihlps. loans, and lemi.-- 
fion of tuition, shall not be ,T.waide(l 
on a basis of athletic skill, and un- 
official granting of financial aid by 
individuals, jilijinni, »?ganls:a lions, ot 
others, who.se primary objw't in 
granling aid shall he subsidy to an 
alhlcl*', will be coii.-'idercd as uneih- 
ii-'ai. 

■':'. .\thltllc directors .rnd coachef 
fh.ill not by initiation, correspond, 
(ii«tribule i:!e:-niij!e, or by personal 
Inlen'lew of their own -seeking, at- 
tempt to recruit prospective athletics 
It shall be considered legiiiniaie for 
ro»rhe« .and directors in "ipeeches. 
,lc.•..^ers l.i liiqiirie.-.. or <ausiial con- 
ver!i.Tt!&n. to point out r\h.il they b«- 
lleve to be the ndvantageii of attend- 
ing the university they represent. 
Coacheis and director.* shall he of 
aeiixe infiuer.ce in dls^our.iKing ques- 
tionable recfuiting by a.;umni, stu- 
dcnl.s, and organizations, 

"3. Aluronl and «tudont!? ir ehitw, 
fraternities, InformaJ groups, or in- 
dividuals, shall scrupulously follow 
the same rules of conduct as expect- 
ed of coaches and dlr«<ctor(>, regarding 
recriiltlnc o£ athlellcs, and shall aJso 
do aJI in their power to prevent viol- 
ation' by otheifi. They alia II vigor- 
ously oppo.so unrea.Honab;? and unfair 
ru.shing: of prospoctive athle.tes, that 
will dfrprlv« thcni ot free and deliber- 
ate choice. They shall recogni?.* Ihil 
llio reporting to quesll'>nab>- r^-rult- 
Ing infttbOils is a. manifestation of dis. 
loyalty .and poor «porlsmanship. 

"•t. General or field secretuj-le^i of 
ulunini aMOclalliins, and similar of- 
ficers shall be particularly caiefui to 
refrain from recruiting actlvltlos. 

"5. ProspccUve athletes shall not be 
promised omployment In, or by, the 
athletic dnpartment. After mntrlciila- 
11(111, thev nuiy be employed In nei.ej- 
•^ary work. If paid oa a regular and 
rea.sonable scale, if th?y give full 
service." 

This code of ethics h».s the xirtue 
uf openly recngnlzliig exi.i^ient evllj, 
And that 1? the (list step in any re- 
forin inovçmcnt. Conceited a.cMon Is 
tho only inea,ns of doing a xay with 
the'fsce for athletic talent. In ^vhIch 
PDspects are often iiromlscd any- 
thing but a mortgage on the vii-lous 
adinintstratlon buildings. 

While thU system has long been 
viewed with growing disfavor, there 
liH.-s been no on« instltutioi, willing 
ID take the lead in discarding it. 
Karh works with its eyej on the 
others, and the result Is a vicious 
c\rr.\». One might Jual as well expe.-t 
one nation to dsarm In the liope that 
oihovs will follow the example. 

As Just another code of eihlCA, w^ 
would be inclined to scoff at the poj- 
.slblllty of "any good resulting from 
tile Western <."nnfer«nce's fine senti- 
inenl.«. Adlierence to Ihe cixie would 
.iiieaii the realization . ()f a necesssary 
liouHe-cleaning In nthletlcii, and the 
the opening of th« way to a morn 
healthy plan. Tills siep ,,Iiiiip would 
not aolve the problem, bui ii might 
be the nniorlng wt-dge. 

Jlul the newly-adopted code of eth- 
jlcs, or rules, i.s going to have teeth— 
an IntercKtIng snd iini(|U(> lieinil ihnt 
has somehow been over-IO('>kpd in 
former gestures, thereby rendering 
them llUle more than graceful flatu- 
lency,- •
